The apostle tells us that we 
cannot . please God without 
faith. We believe what he says 
and nerve ourselves up a little 
more and increase our faith 
the best we can. God helps us

and we become stronger and 
more settled in the truth. ' 
The wise man of the Bible 


declares that the righteous be- 
come as bold as a lion. He also 
states that the wicked flee at the 
same time, or under the same 
conditions that exists while the 
righteous are bold. It was not 
until the opposition became _in- 
tensely strong that ‘Paul and 
Barnabas waxed bold” and de-| 
clared the truth according to the | 
words of prophecy. 

There is much to make us be- 
lieve that faith and boldness go 
together. There was a time 
when Peter would not have 
gone to the Gentiles and preach- 
ed boldly to them, but when hc 
was finally convinced that it 
was God’s will for them to hear 


the gospel and believe on the] m 
Lord Jesus Christ as well as the 


Jews he could speak boldly tu 
them and tell them just what it 
would take for them to get the 
blessing. Peter became so bold 
and full of faith that before he 
was able to finish his discourse 
a house full of people had_ the 
Holy Ghost and were talking m 
other tongues like all do that 
receive the Holy Ghost. 

But Peter was full of faith 
and boldness long before this 
time. He that quailed before a 
little maid and denied His Lord 
was so bold after he was baptiz- 
ed with the Holy Ghost and fire 
that he could not only preach 
the Word of God with boldness. 
but he could tell the people that 
although they had crucified the 
Savior of men they could be 
saved through Him if they 
would repent and believe. 


There is a faith and boldness 
that takes possession of those 
who h:ve the Holy Ghost that is 
akin to that of Jesus Christ 
Himseif when He drove the 
buyers and sellers and herds 
and flocks out of the temple 
that day. Without God people 
are weaklings. With Him we can 
do all things. Like Paul we can 
do all things through Christ 
that strengtheneth us. There is 
no lack of faith when He has 
possession and exercises Him- 
self in us. There is no lack of 
boldness when He is bold in us. 
Faith and boldness are alike 
made prominent when He stirs 
Himself and moves forward to 
take’ possession of whatever 
strong-holds are stormed. 


I have read of one who fled at 
one time to save his life and 
after he met God and got orders 
from Him he went right back 
to the very place from which ae 
fled forty years before and walk- 
ed right into the presence of 
him that had the power to slay 
him at his. will. He felt no fear; 
he could converse freely with his 
superior and make demands of 
him that he would have scarcely

Although Paul was 
and put in prison and 
fully entreated. at Philippi” he 
says of his experience then, 
“we were bold in our God to 
speak unto you the gospel oi 
God.” This was written to the 
Thessalonians _ several years 
later, but it was fresh on his 
memory. He remembered weil 
what boldness God gave him. A 
little further on in his letter he 
says, “But we were gentle a- 
mong you.’ This signifies thai 
although one is bold he should 
| not be harsh and _ overbearing, 
but with his boldness he should

,be gentle and loving. I cannot 


think of Moses walking into the 
presence of Pharaoh with an air 
of insolence or braggadocio. But 
IT can think of him as having 
faith and boldness and yet with 
a degree of gentleness thai 
commanded respect and atten- 
tion. And Moses was a great 
man. 


When Joseph of Arimathaea 
went in unto Pilate to ask for 
the body of Jesus, that he might 
give it a decent burial he went 
in boldly, but of course he was 
gentle in his conversation arid 
appeals to this high officer. His 
request was granted and he 
went boldly to the place where 
Jesus was crucified and took the 
body of the Lord, wrapped it in 
the linen and put it in his own 
new tomb. There was no harsh- 
ness, no unkindness, no brazen 
grating words, but there was 
boldness. 


Near the close of his letter to 
the Ephesians the great apostle 
Paul asked fdr the prayers of 
his beloved brethren. He want. 
ed them to pray that he might 
open his mouth boldly to make 
known the mystery of the gos- 
pel. This did not mean that he 
wanted to use harshness, or 
accuse people, or make them 
feel bad, but that he might be 
bold oF have courage to tell the 
people of Christ the Savior of 
men. Furthermore Paul explain- 
ed that since he wgs an ambas- 
sador for Christ he wanted to 
speak boldly as he ought to 
speak. This was a wise way of 
putting it. He wanted to speak 
boldly as he ought to speak, not 
boldly as he ought not to speak. 


I love to hear people speak 
with force like there is “seme- 
thing behind the words pushing 
them out, but I never thought 
it appropriate to use rough,hard, 
harsh expressions in trying to 
force their argument. According 
to Paul’s teaching one can be 
bold and gentle at the same 
time, 


When the early disciples were 
threatened and whipped and 
imprisoned and warned to stop 
preaching and teaching in the 
name of Jesus, instead ‘of be- 
coming discouraged and giving 
up in despair they called 4 
‘prayer meeting and began to 
pray, and one of the special re-

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The Truth 
About Tithing

“Do ye not know that they 
which minister about holy 
things live of the things of the 
temple? and they which wait at 
the altar are partakers with the 
altar? Even so hath the Lord or- 
dained that they which preach 
should live of the 
gospel.” 1 Cor. 9:13, 14. 

It seems that this subject is 
oughly understand, judging 
irom théir attitude towards it. 
But this, like all other Bible sub- 
jects, is clearly explained in| 
God’s sacred Word. 


We are no longer in the dark 
on justification by faith, sanc- 
tification through the blood, the 
baptism with the Holy Ghost, 
divine healing, the Church of 
God etc. whichis mentioned 
from Genesis to Revelation, di- 
rectly or indirectly, and why 
should we remain in the dark 
on this subject which is so 
closely related to these others? 

You will agree that Jesus 
commissioned disciples and sent 
them forth to preach the gospel. 
They went, did they not? You 
will agree that He does so to- 
day when we see the common 
people that can scarcely read a. 
text, get the call and go with 
wonderful success crowning 
their ministry. “Jesus Christ the 
same yesterday, and to day, and 
for ever.’ (Heb. 13:8.) His 
teachings -are the same, His 
church is the same, her princi- 
ples are the same; but we can 
realize this only by a close and 
prayerful study of His Word, and 
by putting it into practice daily. 


The text we have chosen cov- 
ers the subject of tithing. Let us 
understand it thoroughly. Web- 
ster says the Word ordain means 
institute; establish; etablished 
law etc. In verse thirteen, the 
writer reminds us how those 
which ministered in the temple 
were partakers thereof. Verse 
fourteen. Even so, or in like 
manner, should it be with those 
which preach the gospel. The, 
Lord has’ so ordained it. The 
word ordained puts it in the 
past, yet it holds good even now. 
We quote some passages to con- 


“And I ordained thee a proph- 
et unto the natiofis.” Jer. 1:5. 
_ “And he ordained twelve, that 
they should be with him, and 
that he might send them forth 
to preach.” Mark 3:14. 


> “Ve have not chosen me, but 
I have chosen you, and ordain- 
ed you, that ye should go and 
bring forth fruit, and that your 
fruit should remain.” John 15: 
16. 


“And as they went through} 
the cities, they delivered them 
the decrees for to keep, that 
were ordained of the apostles 
and elders which were at Jeru-: 
salem.’ Acts 16:4. 

“For we are his workman- 
ship, created in Christ Jesus’ un-| 
to good works, which God hath | 
before ordained that we shoulc : 
walk in them.” Eph. 2:10. 

So we can clearly see that 
which is ordained of God is to 
serve the specific purpose for 
which it was ordained (institut- 





spake as they were MOVED by 
the Holy Ghost.” 

This being true, we shall no- 
tice a portion of Nehemiah’s 
prophecy. 

“And I perceived that the 
portions of the Levites had not 
been given them: for the Levites 
and the singers, that did the 
work, were fled every one to his 
field.” (Neh. 13:10.) Their work 
was that of the tabernacle. 
(Ex. 28:21.) At Nehemiah’s sec- 
ond visit to Jerusalem, he found 
that they had fled to their old 
occupations. “Then contended 
1 with the rulers, and said, Why 
is the house of God forsaken? 
And I gathered them together, 
and set them in their place.” 
(Neh. 18:11.) The term “in 
their place” signifies that they 
occupied that position before. 

“Then brought all Judah the 
tithe of the corn and the new 
wine and the oil unto the treas- 
uries.” (Neh: 13:12.) This was 
the portion of the Levites so 
Nehemiah set things in order 
again, and had_ the tithes 
brought in. This was God's plan 
for their support. 

Paul referred to this in our 
text, 1 Cor. 9:13,14. He said, 
EVEN SO, or in the same way 
and plan, hath the Lord insti- 
tuted for the support of those 
who minister the gospel. The 
tithes were the-portion of the 
Levites back there, even so are 
the tithes the portion of the 
Levites (ministers) in these 
days. Paul said, ‘The Lord hath 
ordained this.” : 

We are making rapid strides 
back to the old time ways and 
practices which God said we 
should do in the last days, and 
why should any one ignore 
God’s Word on any subject. 

God sends His ministers forth 
to preach the gospel. He has al- 
ready made provisions for their 
support. ‘But my God shall sup- 
ply all your need.” Phil. 4:19. 

It was ALL Judah, those 
whom the Levites ministered to, 
who were to pay their tithes. 
This was not theirs, but the 
portion of the Levites. 


EVEN SO it is all the church 
(each member), those the min- 
isters minister to, which are to 
pay their tithes, which is not 
theirs but is the portion of the 
ministers. “God hath instituted 
this,” Paul said. 


The reason the Levites had 
fled to their fields was because 
the other tribes had held back 
their tithes. Therefore God was 
robbed. (Mal. 3:8.) His work 
was neglected. Some of God’s 
ministers have been forced to go 
back to their occupations (fled 
to their fields) because the 
members held their _ tithes. 
Therefore God was robbed, “Ye 
have robbed me in tithes and 
offerings.” (Mal. 3:8,9.) The 
Word was neglected. 


The truth about tithing then 
is that it is God’s ordained plan 
for the support of the ministry. 
In 1 Cor. 16:2, we read, “Upon 
the first day of the week let 
EVERY ONE of you lay by him 
in store, as God hath prospered 
him, that there be no gatherings 
when I come.” The term “as 
God hath PROSPERED him” 
signifies that there would be a 
certain amount. Pay one tenth. 
The term “lay by him in store” 
signifies that it is to be put aside

3:10.) “‘Store house” signifies 
the place to put that which has 
been “laid by him in store.” 

“And thou shalt eat before 
the Lord thy God, in the place 
whith he shall choose to place 
his name there, the tithe of thy 
corn, of thy wine, and of thine 
oil, and the firstlings of thy 
herds and of thy flocks; that 
thou mayest learn to fear the

Lord thy God always. And if 
the way be too long for thee, so 
that thou art not able to carry 
it; or if the place be too far from 
thee, which the Lord thy God 
shall choose to set his name 
there, when the Lord thy God 
hath blessed thee: Then shalt 
thou turn it into money, and 
bind up the money in thine 
hand, and shalt go unto the 
place which the Lord thy God 
shall choose.” Deut. 14:23-25. 

Paul said to lay by in store as 
the Lord hath prospered you; 
Malachi said bring that which 
you had stored into the store- 
house; Paul said the house of 
God was the Church of God. 
(1 Tim. 3:15.) Moses said to put 
them where God hath chosen to 
put His name. Then we say 
God: wants us to pay our tithes 
in the Church of God. 

Some desire to pay tithes but 
become careless and neglectful 
in God’s business but Paul said, 
“Be not slothful in business; 
fervent -in spirit; serving the 
Lord.” (Rom. 12:11.) According 
to this then it is just as impor- 
tant to be prompt in God’s 
business as it is to be fervent in 
spirit. Our experience is one 
sided if one or the other is neg- 
lected. 

It should be remembered that 
one tenth of our income belongs 
to God, and when we fail to put 
it where he “hath ordained!’ we 
rob Him. We have as much 
right to refuse to pay our 
grocery | bill and, at the same 
time, be honest as we do to re- 
fuse to pay God _ that which is 
His, one tenth of our income. 

If a friend should intrust you 
with his money to deposit in a 
certain bank for him to draw on 


.|as he has need, and you should 


take his money and go purchase 
an automobile or a farm or 
something besides wha. he in- 
structed you to do, you would, 
be a traitor to him and rob him 
of the use of his money. 


It is just so with you and God. 
“Ye are my friends, if ye.do 
whatsoever I command you.” 
(John 15:14.) He has intrusted 
you with His money by prosper- 
ing you to earn it with your nine 
tenths. He has told you where 
to put it, He has a use for it, 
and if you should put it some- 
where else, you would be a 
traitor to God and would rob 
Him of the use of His money. 


Listen, beloved, we are living 
in the last days, and God, is 
gathering to Himself a people 
that will follow His Word. I 
am glad I am one of the num- 
ber. We love to obey God. We 
pay our tithes, not because we 
are forced to do so, but because 
we love to. It is a love service, 
not burdensome. We do not 
want to draw back, He has no 
fleasure in them that draw 
back. (Heb. 10:38,39.) 


Every loyal member of the 
Chureh of God will pay their 
tithes promptly where God said 
to pay them,. The Holy Ghost 
is “showing up” every disloyal 
member, and those who persist 
in the careless, haphazard way 
soon leak out. “Their joy is 
gone and they are dry. But we 
will not be those that leak out, 
will we? No, no, we are going 
to prove God. “Bring ye all the 
tithes into the storehouse, that 
there may be meat in mine 
house, and prove me now here- 
with, saith the Lord of hosts, if 
I will not open you the windows 
of heaven, and pour you out a 
blessing, that there shall not be 
room enough to receive it.”

Let me show you a picture, 
notice it closely. Here isa 
church with a membership of 
twenty-five, and nobody pays 
tithes, A pastor is appointed 
over that charge. He finds in 
the Assembly Minutes that it is 
a good size flock. He makes an 
appointment, the time comes 
and he fills his appointment, 
very few attend the service and 
all seem cold and dry. He does 
the best he can, they seem glad 
he came and will be glad when 
he comes again. He makes an- 
other appointment and leaves 
with a heavy heart. 


The next time he goes it is 
about as before. This con- 
tinues several times and he has 
only received a few quarters, 
handed to him along. Finally 
the groceries are out, wife needs 
adress, and his clothes are 
threadbare, so he writes the 
little fiock that he can’t be there 
next appointment, 
some one else if they can. 

What is the cause? ‘He did 
not get His portion, had to get a 
job to support wife and babies. 
(fled to his field) His flock re- 
mains dry and lifeless, he is dis- 
couraged, and they are 
scattered all because they failed 
to obey God. 

Now, let us look at another 
picture. Here is a church with 
a membership of only six mem- 
bers, two brethren and four sis- 
ters. A pastor is appointed 
over that charge. He looks in 
the Minutes and the number 
looks small and somewhat dis- 
couraging but he takes a hold 
with zeal and makes an appoint- 
ment. The time cemes and he 
goes, the place is crowded to its 
utmost capacity, the members 
are given up to much prayer, 
the sick are healed, souls are 
saved and_ sanctified and bap- 
tized with the Holy Ghost—a 
sweeping victory. The service 
is over, the pastor is bidding all 
goodbye, all enjoying a sweet 
fellowship. He makes another 
appointment and is about ready 
to go when one of the brethren, 
acting as chairman, calls him a- 
side and hands him a ten dollar 
bill, saying: “Here is some tithes 
trom the church.” The pastor 
thanks him, leaves encouraged 
and sees a bright future. 

The next appointment, the 
service is about the same and 
the pastor receives another ten 
dolar bill. This continues and 
the work prospers. He can 
keep his bills paid up, and keep 
clothes for himself and family. 
The truth of it all is, he received 
his portion, all of his little flock 
paid tithes. The sisters tithed 
the butter, fruit, vegetables, 
eges etc. and the _ brothers 
tithed all their income. They 
followed God’s ordained plan, 
and God honored them with His 
power. . 

Come on, beloved, let us be 
honest, do the right thing and 
you will be surprised at the re- 
sult. Let us not rob God any- 
more. Why, no, who would do 
such a thing? I leave this 
Message with you. May God in- 
Still His truths into our hearts 
till we gladly obey them. 

Let us remember that the 
truth about tithing is God’s or- 
dained plan for the support \of 
the ministry. Amen!
